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Planners reject mobile home plea to house dub watchman 

VETO FORA 
CLUB GUARD 


A VANDALISM-hit football club will 
not be able to post a guard on site 
councillors have said. 

Banbury Town Youth Football Club had 
applied to Cherwell District Council for 
permission to put a mobile home at its 
home site, on land off the Wroxton-to- 
Hornton road, near Banbury. 

In its application, the club said it had 
been hit by vandalism and theft, and 
wanted a security person to live at the site 
in the evenings and weekends to act as a 
deterrent. 

The club also applied for renewal of 
three portable buildings, which are 
currently used as changing rooms and a 
store area. 

But the application was rejected last 
Thursday by district councillors, who 
agreed with officers that a mobile home at

the site was not acceptable. 

However, deputy leader George 
Reynolds warned he expected more 
applications of this type to be submitted in 
the future to combat rural crime. 

He said: "I think perhaps it's a sign of 
the times. Anything that's not nailed down 
is nickable in the countryside at the 
moment. 

"I think we will get more of these 
applications. 

"If you have got a football club, with all 
this equipment and it keeps getting 
destroyed, the football club will fold. 

"I think we will have to seriously begin 
to look at some of these applications 
because of the prevalence of either

vandalism or theft throughout the 
countryside." 

He was backed by councillor Colin 
Clarke, a former police officer, who said: "I 
have every sympathy with Banbury Town 
Youth Football Club and the circumstances 
they find themselves in. 

"Property is very nickable in rural areas 
but it has been like that for the past 30 to 
40 years, but I don't think we can set a 
precedent." 

No-one from the club was available to 
comment, but the council report said: "The 
applicant has also applied for planning 
permission to station a mobile home at the 
site for use by a person to provide security 
at the site. 

"The applicant has stated that the site 
has been the subject of vandalism and 
theft, which necessitates the mobile home." 

It also said officers believed providing a 
security guard in accommodation at the 
site was "a disproportionate solution". 

Planning officer Bob Duxbury said 
officers had warned the club to submit two 
applications to ensure the renewal for the 
changing rooms and stores were not 
rejected, but the club refused, he said. 

He said: "We are not convinced there's 
an essential need for such a dwelling for 
the functioning of a football club as the 
dwelling causes harm to the amenity of the 
countryside."

GPs' caring 
plan praised 

■ PLANS to ensure patients 
aged 75 and over will have a 
specific GP to oversee their 
care were praised by Banbury 
MP Sir Tony 
Baldry in the 
Commons. 

Changes 
to the GP 
contract, 
due to come 
into effect 
next April, 
will ensure 
GPs oversee 
personalised 
care plans 
and the care 
of people aged 75 and over. 

He said the 2004 GP 
contract - which took away 
responsibilities like out-of- 
hours care - "did enormous 
damage to the relationship 
between GPs and their 
patients". 

He said: "The recent 
changes agreed with GPs 
should ensure much more 
proactive care of our most 
vulnerable constituents and 
ease pressure on A&E 
departments." 

But the shadow minister for 
care and older people, Liz 
Kendall, said more OAPs then 
ever were "trapped in 
hospitals because they could 
not get the health and social 
care they needed at home".

Video focuses on 
drink-drive danger 


PARTY-goers are being warned to 
think about the consequences of 
drink-driving during the festive 
period. 

Thames Valley Police launched its 
Christmas anti-drink and drug drive 
campaign on Sunday. 

Chief Inspector Henry Parsons, of Roads 
Policing for Thames Valley Police, played a 
hard-hitting video, based on a typical 
office party. 

In a speech to the office, a man is seen 
joking about driving into work with a 
hangover - before admitting to his 
colleagues he killed someone. 

This year the force will not be putting 
out its message on beer mats in pubs - but 
hope to target the younger generation by 
releasing the video on social media sites. 

Chief Insp Parsons said: "It's powerful 
and simple. We hope it works. 

"A big factor in collisions comes from 
the morning after. 

"Collisions involving alcohol or drugs 
not only devastate the lives of victims and 
their families, they also ruin the lives of 
offenders, who could face a lengthy driving 
ban or imprisonment. 

"As well as having to live with the 
lifelong guilt of having killed or injured

someone through their reckless behaviour, 
offenders could also lose their job, home 
and their livelihood. 

"Is it worth the risk?" 


The campaign is part of a national 
crackdown by the Association of Chief 
Police Officers and the Department for 
Transport. 

It follows last year's December 
crackdown, which saw the number of 
arrests across the Thames Valley fall to 278 
from the previous year's total of 299.

FORTY thousand pounds has 
been handed to a programme 
designed to cut re-offending 
rates in and around 
Oxfordshire. 

Thames Valley Partnership 
has been given the cash by the 
Lloyds TSB Foundation for 
England and Wales.

Chairman Karen Hancox, whose first 
child, Kayleigh, was stillborn six years 
ago, said it was one of the charity's 
biggest single donations in recent years.

■ Campaigners join forces to try to save county's threatened children's centres 


15,000 
sign child 
centres 
petition

MORE than 15,000 people and 
most of the county's MPs have 
called for a U-turn over plans to 
close 37 children's centres. 

Parents handed over a petition to 
Oxfordshire County Council's leader 
Ian Hudspeth at County Hall last 
Thursday as protesters gathered outside 
the building. 

The move comes after it was 
revealed that 37 of Oxfordshire's 44 
children's centres could be shut, as part 
of major budget cuts facing the county. 

Mr Hudspeth said: "I would like to 
assure people that I am listening

carefully to these views. That was the 
point of consulting residents in the first 
place. 

"I would also like to say that the 
county council recognises the 
important work of children's centres 
and their value to many families. 

"We are going to go round all the 
centres and see how they operate." 

Three Facebook groups were set up, 
protesting at the potential closures - 
Save Oxfordshire's Children's Centres, 


Save Our Children's Centres, 
Oxfordshire, and Chipping Norton's 
campaign Save the Ace Centre. 

Mother 38-year-old Emma Taylor, 
who launched the Save Oxfordshire's 
Children's Centres campaign, said: 
"Oxfordshire County Council should 
prioritise families, children and 
vulnerable people." 

Gez Hayes, 39, father of two-year- 
old James, said: "The centres have 
been a lifeline to me. It can be quite 
lonely looking after a child and the 
centres have given me an interaction 
with other parents." 

Emma Duke, 32, who has a seven- 


month daughter, Isla, said: "Cutting 
these centres is a short-term view." 

Prime Minister and Oxfordshire MP 
David Cameron said: "I shall continue 
to follow the consultation process 
closely. I will do what I can to support 
my constituents in their efforts to keep 
our children's centres open." 

Bicester MPTony Baldry said: "The 
county council hasn't as yet made any 
proposals concerning children's centres 
or anything else. I think we all 
recognise the contribution that 
children's centres can make to the 
early years intervention policies." 

Nicola Blackwood, who is MP for 


Kidlington, said: "The vital work of our 
local children's centres simply cannot 
be overstated. I am bitterly 
disappointed by the county council's 
draft proposals for closures." 

Melinda Tilley, Oxfordshire County 
Council's education and families chief, 
said: "We never intended to close that 
many. That's the worst-case scenario. I 
am not upset by the reaction. I am 
fronting up and am not going to hide." 

The county council said that centres 
could face closure as part of its efforts 
to cut £61 m from its budget, on top of 
savings of £201 m already made or 
committed to up to 201 7.

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■ Growing trend on track to net criminals a £lm county haul 

Warning as tricksters 
target the vulnerable

DOORSTEP criminals are on 
track to steal £1 m from the 
county's most vulnerable this 
year. 

Trading standards officials fear 
thieves preying on the isolated 
elderly in their homes will scam 
more money than in recent years as 
the crime rate rises. 

In the first six months of this 
financial year, £594,676 has been 
stolen by doorstep crooks - far 
more than the £404,894 stolen 
during the same six-month period 
for 2012-13. 

That amounts to 283 incidents so 
far in the county - also up on the 
272 for the same period last year - 
while the amount of money 
scammed is set to be the highest in 
years, once one-off cons where 
huge sums of money were stolen 
are factored into the data. 

And if the worrying trend 
continues, as officials fear it will, 
then the £1 m barrier will be 
smashed for the first time in recent 
history.

doorstep crime lead officer, said 
more and more rogue traders were 
finding that exploiting victims on 
their doorstep was a quick way of 
making a lot of money. 

He said doorstep criminals were 
"callous and cunning" - and 
advised people not to buy anything 
at the door. 

Statistics show doorstep 
criminals are also stealing higher 
amounts of cash each time they 
strike. 

Figures show the average amount 
stolen in each incident so far this 
year is £2,101, compared to 
£1,265 last year. 

And most of the victims are older 
people. The numbers show that 152 
of the 167 victims over the last 
financial year were over the age of 
61. 

Mr Woodley said: "There's been 
a rise in cold-caller complaints 
which we are putting down to 
doorstep sellers trying to push 
things in the lead-up to Christmas 


as well as preying on issues they 
tell householders need resolving 
that they say have resulted from the 
recent windy weather, such as 
loose tiles on roofs. 

"They try to put fear into people 
by telling them that urgent work is 
required on their properties and 
appear to offer a quick solution by 
often saying that they could do the 
work there and then. 

"It's often the elderly and 
vulnerable who are targeted by 
doorstep conmen, and victims can 
feel pressured into taking on what 
is offered to them. 

"It can be the case that a price is 
quoted that turns out to be far less 
than the amount of money that is 
eventually demanded." 

Mr Woodley urged anyone who 
had problems or information about 
doorstep crime to get in touch. 

He added: "We need to hear 
about what is going on. Often 
doorstep conmen are callous, 
calculated and cunning and we are 
here to take necessary enforcement 
action to help protect the residents 
of Oxfordshire."

Countryside guardians issue words of warning to local councils 


Fears over the growth 


of solar farms 


THE amount of land in 
Oxfordshire that could be used 
for solar farms has quadrupled 
over the last year, new figures 
show. 

This year, plans have been lodged 
that could see 1,833 acres covered 
with solar panels - up from 427 
acres last year. 

The new data, from the Campaign 
to Protect Rural England, comes 
after a series of plans for large-scale 
solar farms were lodged in the 
county. 

One of them, a 120-acre solar 
farm near Besselseigh would be the 
biggest ever built in the county. 

The CPRE said that if all 
currently-submitted plans inside the 
county were approved, it would see 
the amount of land currently 
occupied by solar panels rise to the 
equivalent of 1,400 football pitches. 

Now the group is urging local 
councils to be more careful about 
where they allow such 
developments to be built. 

Oxfordshire branch director 
Helen Marshall said: "We believe 
renewable energy is a good thing,

but not at an unacceptable cost to 
the countryside. 

"There are thousands of roofs and 
industrial buildings that can be used 
for solar panels before we need to 
start building over valuable 
agricultural land. 

"Often the public are not aware 
of what has been approved until the 
building work starts, so it's really 
important that local communities 
have their say. 

"Some of these proposed projects 
will be visible sites in quite 
attractive areas. It could have real 
effect on the countryside." 

In 2012, four solar farms, 
covering 291 acres of greenfield 
land, were approved and five other 
plans for possible developments 
were discussed that would cover a 
further 135 acres. 

So far, 2013 has seen applications 
for seven more solar farms, covering 
195 acres, and talks were held on 
another 19 possible developments, 
covering 1,638 acres. 


Ms Marshall said the charity had 
been alerted to the issue when it 
was contacted by Oxfordshire 
residents about the lack of 
greenfield land in their areas. 

The group said it was worried that 
district councils did not realise the 
potential future impact that the 
developments could have. Now the 
CPRE has launched its own 
"Countryside Charter" to demand 
more protection for rural open 
spaces. 

But Jamie Hartzell, the managing 
director of Effex, the company that 
manages a solar scheme in Westmill 
Solar park, near Watchfield, said 
that their project had been hugely 
successful thanks to its community 
focus. 

He said: "1,500 people have 
come together to invest in this 
project and priority was given to 
people living nearby. 

"I think community-led 
renewables is an exciting way 
forward. If you want the energy, you 
have to make your choices." 

Cherwell District Council 
declined to comment.

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I Crime Commissioner insists he is more effective than the 


police authority he replaced

After a year in office, 
PCC says: I'm worth it 


ANTHONY Stansfeld, the 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
for Thames Valley Police, insists 
he is cheaper and more 
effective than the 19-member 
police authority he has 
replaced. 

But he warned the force he might 
not be able to keep cutting crime if 
the Government goes ahead with 
more cuts. 

Speaking a year after his election, 
the PCC said the Government 
should be spending money in the 
UK rather than giving away billions 
in foreign aid to countries that 
"send rockets to Mars". 

The force has axed £80m from its 
budget of more than £400m-a-year, 
Mr Stansfeld said. 

The PCC said: "We have cut all 
the fat out and made ourselves 
much more efficient as a police 
force. 

"But you get to the stage where 
you cut through the fat and into the 
meat and that does concern me. 

"I think the European Union 
wastes vast sums of our money and 
I think foreign aid wastes a vast deal

of our money. The money needs to 
be spent in this country." 

Mr Stansfeld said commissioners 
had made a difference to tackling 
crime and added that the priorities 
he set meant resources could be 
concentrated on issues raised by the 
public. 

He said: "Overall, PCCs are 
making a considerable difference to 
crime. I don't think every PCC has 
been a success but the vast majority 
have been. 

"You can get things done very 
much quicker - it cuts down 
bureaucracy. 

"It has nailed down the policy of 
policing. It has allowed an 
individual to do what a committee 
of 19 did." 

He added: "It is a very proactive 
way of doing police work rather 
than reactive. The concerns of the 
public are translated into action 
much quicker than before." 

Crime fell ten per cent in Oxford 
during the last financial year - from 


17,369 crimes in 2011/12 to 15,686 
in 2012/13. 

Mr Stansfeld made house 
burglary a crime-fighting priority 
and it fell 24 per cent in the city 
from 846 to 644. 

The PCC, who sat on the Thames 
Valley Police Authority, also said his 
office had shaved £600,000 off the 
annual cost of the old police 
authority through office efficiency 
and not "servicing the needs" of the 
committee members. 

He said his time was split 
between working in his office, 
meeting senior police officers, 


dealing with councils, and engaging 
with the public. 

But he said he spent an average 
of one day a week in London for 
meetings for the Association of 
Police and Crime Commissioners 
and the National Police Air Service. 

Only 13 per cent of the electorate 
voted last November when Mr 
Stansfeld ran for the PCC job on a 
Tory ticket. 

He also defended his £85,000 
salary, adding: "It is vastly less than 
a lot of people in my police force 
earn." 


BREAKDOWN OF EXPENSES 


• Mr Stansfeld had to pay 
back £142 after an audit found 
he had incorrectly claimed 
expenses cash. 

The audit came after the 
Thames Valley Police and 
Crime Panel received a 
complaint accusing Mr 
Stansfeld of claiming more 
than £1,000 through setting up 
an office and claiming mileage 


expenses from an office four 
miles from his West Berkshire 
home to the police 
headquarters in Kidlington. But 
the audit found Mr Stansfeld 
was also entitled to £194 in 
mileage he had not claimed. 

Between December last year 
and September this year the 
PCC has claimed £2,301.35 in 
expenses.

OXFORDSHIRE'S growing 
elderly population is set to soar 
over the next 20 years with the 
number of over-85s rising by 
168 per cent between 2011 and 
2035, from 14,683 to 39,400. 

But with our health service and 
welfare system already stretched, 
the issue of caring for and coping 
with the older population has been 
branded our "number one health 
care challenge" by the county's 
public health chief, Jonathan 
McWilliam. 

Last year, Age UK Oxfordshire, in 
partnership with Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, launched 
Generation Games, a three-year, 
not-for-profit service to inspire the 
50-plus age group to participate in 
more regular physical activity to stay 
"stronger for longer". 

Through the Generation Games 
website, people over 50 can access 
a bespoke "activity prescription'" 
based on their state of health and 
lifestyle. 

And as well as signposting 
exercise classes and all kinds of 
sports from bowling to jazzercise, 
Generation Games teams are 
visiting older people's groups, 
sheltered housing and day centres, 
to give talks and interactive 
demonstrations about the value of 
taking up manageable exercise. 

The scheme's latest weapon in the

fight to keep over-50s healthy has 
been designed to help people who 
find it difficult to get out to an 
activity - the NHS-endorsed keep fit 
DVD, Generation Games: At Home. 

The DVD is the first to be 
produced in Oxfordshire for older 
people. 

It has been created in partnership 
with Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust's sport and exercise 
medicine department and features 
30 minutes of carefully-selected 
seated and standing exercises 
suitable for the over-50s. 

Paul Cann, chief executive of AGE 
UK Oxfordshire, believes its benefits 
can't come soon enough. 

He said: "Oxfordshire is a great 
place to grow old, and there are 
more and more of us. 

"Living longer is great, providing 
we age healthily and the services 
out there can cope. 

"But at present we don't and they 
can't. 

"Lower levels of activity are 
linked to loneliness, which is 
perhaps the worst blight of later life. 
Poor social contact poses the same 
damage to our health as 15 
cigarettes a day. 

"We must break the cycle and 
take steps - brisk steps, for half an 
hour, five times a week - to prevent 


the added years from being added 
miseries." Former care home 
manager Helen Braisby, 67, from 
Banbury, has suffered six major 
strokes since 1994 which have left 
her with a weakness down her right 
side and with limited mobility. 

She said: "I have been doing the 
Generation Games: At Home DVD 
three or four times a week for about 
a month. I am very pleased with it. 

"I have tried exercise videos 
before but always found them far 
too fast and energetic and difficult 
to follow. They also require you to 
lie on the floor, which is impossible 
for people like me. But this new 
DVD is very easy to use. 

"The first time I used it I found it 
quite challenging and only did 
about ten minutes, but that soon 
increased and I have found definite 
benefits in my balance since using 
it. 

"I think it's an excellent tool to 
get you back into exercising and 
think that regular use would build 
your confidence and maybe inspire 
people to start another form of 
exercise too. It's a great idea." 

By signing up to the free 
Generation Games service, 
members of the public can request a 
free copy of the exercise DVD, or 
play it directly via their online 
account.

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Disney's tug-of-war also 
tugs at the heart strings

A lmost 50 years after Mary 

Poppins first charmed cinema 
audiences, Robert Stevenson's 
magical film continues to cast a 
spell with its lively characters, 
heart-warming sentiment and 
hummable tunes. 

Yet the colour-saturated fantasy, 
which won five Oscars including 
Best Actress for Julie Andrews, 
almost never materialised on the big 
screen. 

Australian-born British novelist PL 
Travers, who penned the series of 
books on which the film was based, 
famously rebuffed Walt Disney's 
efforts to purchase the rights for 
more than 20 years. 

When she finally relented in 
1961, Travers was granted script 
approval, and archive recordings of 
the meetings between the author, 
screenwriter Don DaGradi and 
songwriter brothers Richard and 
Robert Sherman reveal her 
resistance to the Disney-fication of 
her beloved nanny. 

That infamous tug-of-war 
between the writer and Hollywood 
filmmaker is recreated in Saving Mr 
Banks, an elegant and witty comedy 
emboldened by tour-de-force 
performances from Emma 
Thompson and Tom Hanks. 

When we first meet Travers 
(Thompson), she has fallen on hard 


times yet refuses to entertain the 
advances of Disney (Hanks). 

"I know what he's going to do to 
her. She'll be cavorting... and 
twinkling!" seethes the writer. 

Yet the filmmaker is persistent, 
telling Travers that, "20 years ago I 
made a promise to my daughters 
that I would make your Mary 
Poppins fly off the pages of your 
books." 

Eventually, Travers flies to 
America to meet Disney and his 
team including Don DaGradi 
(Bradley Whitford), Richard 
Sherman Jason Schwartzman) and 
his brother Robert (BJ Novak), 
whose twee songs fail to curry 
favour. 

"These books do not lend 
themselves to prancing and 
chirping," Travers rebukes. 

Despite a touching friendship 
with her chauffeur Ralph (Paul 
Giamatti), Travers is unmoved by 
the re-imagining of her cherished 
text and eventually she snaps, 
telling Disney: "Mary Poppins is not 
for sale. I won't have her turned 
into one of your silly cartoons." 

Something has to give, and it is 
Disney. He realises that if he is to 
win over the author, he must 
confront the ghosts of his own past. 

Saving Mr Banks is an 
embarrassment of riches from the 
stunning lead performances to John 
Lee Hancock's assured direction 
and Kelly Marcel and Sue Smith's 
script, which intercut events in 
1960s California with vignettes from 
Travers's turbulent childhood in 
1906 Australia. 

Thompson is formidable, tossing 
verbal grenades at anyone who

dares to besmirch Travers's literary 
creation, while slowly revealing the 
chinks in the writer's armour. 

Screen chemistry with Hanks is 
delightful. "I could just eat you up," 
coos Disney at one point. 

"That would be inappropriate," 
retorts Travers tartly. 

Hancock strikes just the right 
balance between humour and 
heart-tugging sentiment, 
culminating in a glitzy world 
premiere screening where Travers 
finally shares Mary with the rest of 
the world, and in so doing, sets 
herself free.
